Legal uuthorities seem to differ 
regarding present-day evils in 
the administration of the law. In 
an address on ‘‘The Criminal 
Law and Common Sense,’’ de- 
livered before the Chicago Bar 
Association by Arthur C. Train, 
thie ‘able assistant district at- 
torney of New York, the speaker’ 
blamed it all on the newspapers. 
“‘The greatest. obstacle to the ad- 
minfstration of criminal justice,’’ 
he said, ‘‘is the unlimited license 
permitted in reporting criminal 
trials. The chief object of the 
press is not to convey an accurate 
idea of the merits of either side. | 
To be judicial, at least in news-| 
paper work, is to be stupid. The 
newspaper must take sides vio- 
Jently—inake a row—‘start some- 
thing.’ 

“The newspapers annihilate 
rules of evidence, publish expar- 
te statements and unfounded rum- 
ors, and print for the benefit of 
the jury all the testimony that is 
not admissible at the trial. They 
excite the reader’s animosity eith- 
er against the prisoner or his vic-! 
tim. And he coneludes: 

“Tt is dune to the yellow press 
that the impression exists that 
eriminal trials are more or less 
of a farce.”’
